Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1951. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Article  17(5) 
of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1935?  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  39/51  (Memo.  302/SA/1946)  „ 

The  Swansea  Port  Sanitary  District,  later  known  as  the  Swansea 
Port  Health  Authority,  was  constituted  in  1873  by  an  Order  in  Council, 
and  the  first  annual  report  was  published  in  1874  by  Dr.  Ebenezer  Davies, 
the  first  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  this  Authority.  It  therefore 
follows  that  this  annual  report  of  1951  is  the  78th  report  to  be  published. 

The  tonnage  of  vessels  which  entered  the  ports  of  the  Authority 
during  the  year  was  5,325,978  as  compared  with  5,029,369  tons  in  1950, 
whilst  the  number  of  vessels  was  5,334. 

Details  of  the  amount  of  shipping  are  set  out  in  Table  A of  the 

Report. 

The  number  of  foreign— going  ships  arriving  from  foreign  ports 
whose  crews  were  subjected  to  medical  inspection  was  102,  the  number 
of  persons  so  inspected  was  3,705,  whilst  the  number  of  sanitary 
inspections  conducted  on  foreign  going  and  coastwise  vessels  was  4,282. 

The  number  of  vessels  on  which  defects  were  noted  was  219,  of  which 
defects  on  211  were  remedied. 
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The  number  of  passengers  inwards  and  outwards  during  the 
year  were  167  and  242  respectively;  passengers  arriving  and  leaving 
*7  the  same  vessel  were  not  included  in  these  figures. 

The  number  of  aliens  who  arrived  at  the  ports  of  the 
Authority  was  141 » of  which  7 were  refused  permission  to  land. 

No  case  of  plague , cholera , typhus,  yellow  fever  or  smallpox 
was  recorded  during  the  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  landed  on  arrival  from  vessels  was  5,  and  they  were  as  follows 
chickenpox  1 , dysentery  1 , measles  1 , pneumonia  1 , tuberculosis  1 • 
Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  on  vessels  during  the  voyage  but 
disposed  of  prior  to  arrival  were  6. 

The  number  of  seamen  found  to  be  suffering  frcm  venereal 
disease  on  vessels  entering  the  port  or  occurring  during  stay  in  port 
was  27,  whilst  the  total  number  who  attended  for  treatment  at  the 
clinics  was  283. 

During  the  year  the  drinking  water  of  170  ships  was  sampled, 
and  of  this  number  86  showed  a high  bacterial  count,  and  3 the 
presence  of  faecal  pollution;  47  of  the  ships  were  British.

"1.  I am  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  say  that  the 
Medical  Director- General  of  the  Navy  has  proposed  that  the 
health  control  of  Royal  Fleet  Auxiliaries  and  Merchant  Fleet 
Auxiliaries  -when  arriving  in  a naval  or  other  port  should  in 
future  be  applied  by  the  Port  Health  Authority  or  other 
Sanitary  Authority  (i.e„,  under  the  Port  Health  Regulations, 
1933  to  1945)  instead  of  by  the  Naval  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  as  at  present. 

2.  The  Minister  sees  no  objection  to  this  proposal,  and 
he  has  been  informed  by  the  Association  of  Sea  and  Air 
Port  Health  Authorities  that  they  concur  with  this  view. 

3.  I am  therefore  to  request  that  the  Authority  may  bring 
this  change  of  practice  into  operation  as  soon  as 
practicable. 

4.  Authorities  will  no  doubt  wish  to  co-ordinate  their 
action  ( including  agreement  as  to  the  identity  of  the 
vessels  affected  by  the  change  of  practice)  with  the  Naval 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  who  are  being  notified  by  the 
Medical  Director-General  of  the  Navy  accordingly  and  who 
will  continue  to  supervise  the  vessels  in  question  (for 
rodent  control  etc. ,)  whilst  they  remain  in  H.  M.

The  following  letter , dated  7th  February,  1951?  has  "been 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Healths- 


« 

1,  I am  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  refer  to  Article 
13  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations , 1 933  s as  amended  by  the  Port 
Health  Amendment  Regulations , 1 945  , which  requires  that  the  master 
of  a foreign-going  ship  arriving  from  a foreign  port  shall  deliver 
a Declaration  of  Health  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  Regulations, 

2,  For  the  purposes  of  these  Regulations  "foreign  port”  means 
(in  effect)  a port  or  place  outside  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Channel 
Islands,  the  Isle  of  Man  or  the  Irish  Republic,  and  "foreign- going 
ships"  mean  (in  effect)  a ship  trading  or  going  between  this  country 
and  a foreign  port  excepting  one  between  Brest  and  the  River  Elbe, 

3,  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  a Declaration  of  Health  must  be 
delivered  for  any  ship  arriving  in  this  country  from  a port  on  the 
Mediterranean  or  Atlantic  coast  of  Prance, 

4,  There  have  recently  been  discussions  between  the  Brussels 
Treaty  Powers  (Western  Union)  with  a view  to  applying  a uniform 
procedure  in  all  the  countries  for  arriving  ships,  and  it  has  been 
agreed  that,  as  from  the  1st  March,  1951 , a Declaration  of  Health 
should  not  be  required  from  any  ship  which  trades  only  between 
those  countries  and  does  not,  during  the  voyage,  call  at  a port 
outside  them, 

3,  Except  for  the  ships  mentioned  in  paragraph  3 above,  the  Port 
Health  Regulations  already  give  effect  to  that  agreement,  and  it  is 
proposed  in  due  course  to  amend  than  to  exclude  also  those  ships  from 
the  requirements  of  the  Declaration  of  Health,  Since  the  Regulations 
were  amended  in  1945?  however,  other  amendments  have  been  shewn  to  be 
desirable,  but  formal  effect  cannot  be  given  to  them  before  the  1st 
March,  and  the  Minister  wishes  to  avoid  several  piecemeal  amendments. 
Moreover,  a review  of  the  Regulations  will  be  necessary  after  the 
International  Sanitary  Regulations,  new  under  consideration  by  the 
World  Health  Organisation  have  been  promulgated, 

6,  It  is,  therefore,  intended  to  defer  formal  amendment  of  the 
Regulations  until  the  general  review.  But,  pending  their  formal 
amendment,  the  Minister  considers  that  Port  Health  Authorities  need 
not,  after  the  1st  March  next,  continue  to  require  a Declaration 
of  Health  for  a ship  arriving  in  this  country  from  a port  on  the 
Mediterranean  or  Atlantic  coast  of  Prance,  which  has  not,  ©n  its 
voyage  called  at  a port  outside  Prance,  Belgium  or  Holland, 
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Fort  Health  Regulations,  1933  and  1945. 

1 . Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Declaration  of  Health, 


Supplies  of  these  forms  are  kept  at  the  offices  of  the 
Pilots,  H.  M.  Customs  and  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

Each  Pilot  who  boards  a foreign” going  vessel  arriving  in 
the  harbour  roads  from  a foreign  port  hands  the  Master  a 
Declaration  of  Health  form  for  completion. 

Further,  the  Pilot  draws  the  attention  of  the  Master  to  the 
provisions  as  to  flags  and  signal  lights  in  accordance  with  the 
Third  Schedule  of  the  Regulations. 

The  following  procedure  is  adopted  in  regard  to  the 
collection  of  the  Declaration  of  Healths  - 

(I)  When  an  officer  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 

is  the  first  to  board,  the  Declaration  of  Health 
is  collected  and,  if  in  order,  the  Master  is 
handed  an  "All  Clear  Certificate”  to  give  to 
the  Customs  Officer.

Any  vessel  detained  under  Article  15(2)  is  visited  by  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  or  his  Deputy  or  his  Assistant  as  soon  as 
possible, 

3.  Notification  to  the  Authority  of  Inward  Vessels  requiring 
special  attention  (wireless  messages,  land  signal  stations , 
information  from  pilots.  Cut  ana  Officers  etc,) 

The  Minister  of  Health,  by  notice  published  in  the  London 
Gazette,  August  20th,  1948,  declared  that  the  provisions  of 
Article  6 of  the  Port  Health  Regulations,  1933  and  1945,  shall 
apply  to  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority’s  district  from 
1st  December,  19480 
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Article  6 reads  as  follows:-

(1)  Where  the  Minister  has  by  a notice  published  in  the 
London  Gazette  declared  that  the  provision  of  this 
Article  shall  apply  to  any  district  specified  in  the 
notice,  the  master  of  any  foreign-going  ship  fitted 
with  a suitable  wireless  transmitting  apparatus,  on 
approaching  such  a district  from  a foreign  port, 
shall,  if  any  person  on  board  has  symptoms  which  may 
be  indicative  of  infectious  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis  or  if  there  are  any  circumstances 
requiring  the  attention  of  the  medical  officer,  send 
to  the  sanitary  authority,  either  directly  or  through 
an  agent  approved  by  the  sanitary  authority,  a wireless 
message  embodying  such  of  the  items  of  information  set 
out  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  these  regulations  as  are 
applicable.

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Regulations. 

Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1951» 

These  regulations  making  Leprosy  notifiable  came  into  force  on 
June  22nd,  and  their  general  purport  is  indicated  belows° 

These  regulations  require  a medical  practitioner  who  is  attending 
or  called  in  to  visit  a person  suffering  from  Leprosy,  to  notify 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  the  case  by 
sending  him  a certificate  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  Schedule  of  the 
regulations. 

Leprosy  is  being  made  notifiable  now  with  the  object  of  bringing 
to  treatment  or  isolation  the  small  but  appreciable  number  of  patients 
requiring  such  provision,,  Improved  facilities  for  diagnosis, 
treatment  and  if  necessary,  isolation,  have  been  provided,,

Inquiries  are  made  as  to  mortality  amongst  rats  on 
board  ships. 

Vessels,  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  are 
systematically  searched  for  dead  rats,  and  any  found  are 
sent  to  the  pathologist  for  examination.

The  Port  Health  rat  searcher  carries  out  continual 
inspection  and  diagnostic  trapping  on  ships.  The  rodent 
operatives  of  the  adjoining  local  authorities  are 
responsible  for  the  shore  rat  work. 

Rats  captured  on  vessels  are  examined  by  inspectors 
before  cremation,  and  specimens  are  selected  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

Similar  measures  are  adopted  when  dealing  with  rats 
caught  on  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Port.

Most  of  the  warehouses  and  transit  sheds  have  bean 
rendered  rat-proof  by  the  abolition  of  wood  work  and  the 
provision  of  concrete  floors,,

Rat  Infestation. 

The  number  of  rats  destroyed  on  board  ship  was  134  (black), 
and  7 of  species  not  recorded.  Of  this  number  21  were 
bacteriologically  examined. 

The  total  (black,  brown  and  species  not  recorded)  killed 
ashore  on  the  quays,  wharves  and  in  warehouses  was  1,681,  2 
being  bacteriologically  examined.  Of  the  rats  from  vessels 
and  warehouses  bacteriologiGally  examined,  no  evidence  of 
bacillus  pestis  was  found.  The  number  of  deratisation 
certificates  and  deratisation  exemption  certificates  issued 
were  8 and  197  respectively.

1.  Action  taken  under; - 

(a)  Public  Health  (imported  Food)  Regulations  1937  and  1948. 

At  the  fish  market,  79,160  cwts.  of  mixed  fish,  chiefly 
from  the  fishing  grounds  off  the  Irish  Coast  were  landed,.  All 
fish  is  inspected  at  the  time  of  landing.  Condemned  or  unsold 
fish  and  fish  offal  is  removed  daily  to  the  fish  meal  factory,  to 
be  converted  into  fish  manure,  etc. 

Other  foods  inspected  were  grain,  cereals,  sugar, 
potatoes,  lard,  canned  and  preserved  foods.  All  were  found  in 
good  condition,  except  small  quantities  damaged  by  sea  or  other 
causes.  All  unsound  food  withheld  from  human  consumption  was, 
with  a few  exceptions,  disposed  of  locally.  When  sent  to  another 
district,  the  consent  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the 
receiving  district  was  first  obtained.
